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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To reduce remarkably magnetic leakage by 
consisting an equalizer 

that is provided at the front of a diaphragm with magnetic 
material and 

installing magnet between the outer peripheral of the 

equalizer and a frame 

made of the magnetic material. 

CONSTITUTION: It is assumed that the polarity of a 
magnetic 1 is set a plate 

side as south pole and a yoke side as north pole. Main 
magnetic flux to 

generate the power of a voice coil 6 is supplied from a 
center pole 3 to a

magnetic gap 7 and other magnetic line of force than the 
main magnetic flux is 

unnecessary leaked magnetic flux. On the other hand, the 

second magnet that is 

provided at the peripheral of the equalizer is magnetized 
to the direction of 

path and the side of inner peripheral is set as the north 
pole and that of the 

outer peripheral is set as the south pole. The flow of the 

magnetic flux from 

the center pole 3 to a diaphragm 8 and an equalizer 10 that 
causes the trouble 

of the magnetic leakage repulses the magnet flux of the 
second magnet and 

immediately after it comes out from the center pole 3, is 

curved to the outer 

peripheral direction and passes the magnetic path to return 
to the south pole 

of the magnet 1 through the plate 4 and a plate 5. Thus, 
the leakage of the 

magnetic flux from a speaker to forward is remarkably 
reduced. 
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
